Why, some of the girls 
have lily-white complexions, golden locks, 
and eyes of heaven's own blue! In tho lit- 
2e village where I live there arc four sis- 
:ors, all of the purest blonde type, and it 
ivould bo difficult to iind nay where in the 
wide world fairer, tweeter, lovelier maJd- 
ens thau they. Whenever I read of ' tho 
dark-skinned creolo' a saiilo crosses my 
face, and I wish the readers' eyes could rest 
upon my ^rosebud garden of girls.' 
'As! write these lines a dainty croo'.o 


maiden enters my presence. She has como 
like a gleam of sunshine athwart a murky 
sky, to chase away the clouds which some- 
times surround me; and truly she is a lair 
vision to gaze upon, sitting where the sun 
shines full upon her, revealing the Rliat of 
gold iu her wavy brown hair, which ripples 
ibovo a broad, fair brow. 
Her pearly 


checks are slightly tinted by the sun's 
kisses, 
and hci- eyes, of 'passionless, 


peaceful blue,' are gazing tenderly upon 
me, utterly unconscious of her own pictur- 
esque loveliness. The mind of this gentle 
girl is as pure nnd bright as her face. Al- 
together she is one of earth's fairest 
flowers. 


-I have lived among the Creoles nearly 


all my life, but 1 am not one of them. I am 
what they call -an American.' 
Why that 


term should not bo applied to them is a 
mystery which I can not solve. I have a 
penchant for Creole girls. They are usual- 
ly dainty and relincd, sensitive and sym- 
pathetic, light-hearted and sunny-tempered. 
Then tho marks of deference they pay to 
old are is truly something to bo admired, 
and might well be imitated by many of my 
American sisters. A Creole girl rarely 
ever sullies her lips with that slang which 
is so generally used nowadays. 
Sha is 


usually reared in seclusion, and her days 
glide by peacefully and tranquilly. This 
trauquility is seldom disturbed by a storm 
cloud. She is conte-jit to remain at home, 
where there is always a wide Held of action, 
and 'do her duty in that state of life unto 
which it shall please God to call her.' 


"Thoro are many other flno character-
